NEW YORK | Some career Web sites, recruit- 
ment services and automated job-application 
kiosks offer flimsy privacy protections and 
might even violate employment and credit 
laws, a report released Tuesday asserts.

Top U.S. official summoned 
for talks on speeding reforms 


WASHINGTON | Frustrated with the U.S.- 
picked Iraqi Governing Council, President 
George W. Bush’s national security advisers 
questioned the top American administra- 
tor in Iraq on Tuesday about how to break 
a political logjam in Baghdad. 

L. Paul Bremer was summoned unex- 
pectedly from Baghdad to a White House 
meeting with top administration officials. 
His hurried departure caught his staff by 
surprise and forced him to : 
cancel a planned meeting 
with Poland’s prime min- 
ister, Leszek Miller. 

There have been con- 
cerns about the governing 
council’s performance, 
a senior administration 
official said, particularly the 
lack of progress toward a Dec. 15 deadline to 
set a timetable for writing a new constitution 
and holding democratic elections.

Senators to Wage 
All-Night Debate 


Extended session follows 
two years of strife over 
judicial appointments 


WASHINGTON | It’s a grudge that’s 
been building for two years. 

In a legislative version of 
“Survivor,” Republicans and 
Democrats will square off 
Wednesday in an all-night Senate 
talkathon on who’s to blame for 
some of President Bush’s political 
nominees not making it to the fed- 
eral appeals bench. 

While both parties hope the 
debate will mobilize their political 
bases, the contestants already know 
the winner: the status quo. 

For 30 straight hours — from 
Wednesday evening through mid- 
night Thursday — senators will 
condemn each other and Bush for 
the impasse over four U.S. Appeals 
Court nominees: Alabama Attorney 
General William Pryor, Texas judge 
Priscilla Owen, Mississippi judge 
Charles Pickering and Hispanic 
lawyer Miguel Estrada. 

Democrats have refused to 
allow confirmation votes, and 
Republicans have not been able to 


get the 60 votes to force them in a 
Senate that is split with 51 GOP sen- 
ators, 48 Democrats and one inde- 
pendent. Frustrated at the delays, 
Estrada withdrew his nomination 
in September. 

Republicans hope the all-night 
Senate session — the first to go past 
4.a.m. since 1992 — will swing public 
favorandmaybesomecampaign cash 
their way during the winter break.

Millionaire Acquitted in Murder Case 


Robert Durst was 
charged with killing, 
dismembering neighbor 


GALVESTON, TEXAS | New York real 
estate heir Robert Durst, who said 
he accidentally killed a hotheaded 
neighbor in self-defense and then 
chopped up the body because he 
feared no one would believe him, 
was found innocent Tuesday of 
murder. 


The jury took five days to reach 
the verdict, bringing a startling 
end to a grisly case that began to 
unfold when trash 
bags containing 
pieces of 71-year- 
old Morris Black 
started washing up 
along Galveston Bay 
in 2001. 

The 60-year-old 
millionaire, who appeared stunned 
when he heard the verdict, hugged 


his attorneys, saying, “Thank you 
so much.” 

Durst remains under suspicion 
in the 1982 disappearance of his 
first wife and the 2000 shooting 
death of her friend Susan Berman, 
a Los Angeles writer who was set 
to be questioned about the missing 
woman. He has not been charged 
in either case. 

If he had been convicted, Durst 
could have been sentenced to five to

BAGHDAD | America’s top soldier in 
Iraq said Tuesday a “blanket of fear” 
that Saddam Hussein will return 
prevents Iraqis from giving U.S. 
troops intelligence vital to curb 
the growing insurgency. 

“If we could eliminate this fear 
and they know that that regime will 
not return, then I think we will get a 
lot of cooperation,” Lt. Gen. Ricardo 
Sanchez said. 

Late Tuesday, insurgents fired 
mortars toward the U.S. headquar- 
ters compound, knownasthe“Green 
Zone,” in Baghdad. The Coalition 
Provisional Authority said there was 
no damage to the headquarters. 


Despite the mounting violence, 
Sanchez angrily dismissed compari- 
sons between Iraq and Vietnam. 

“Tt is not Vietnam,” Sanchez 
snapped when asked whether 
Iraq resembled the early days of 
that conflict. 

Sanchez said U.S. forces intend- 
ed to “get pretty tough” against the 
insurgency. “The stark reality is that, 
militarily, they cannot defeat us, and 
they know it.”

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Troops Skirmish in 
Afghan Mountains 


New anti-terrorism 
force clashes with 
insurgents, killing 1 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | American 
and Afghan ground forces backed 
by helicopter gunships fought 
two groups of insurgents, killing 
one person, in the first clashes 
of Operation Mountain Resolve, 
an anti-terrorism operation in 
the snowy mountains of eastern 
Afghanistan, the U.S. military 
said Tuesday. No coalition troops 
were hurt. 

U.S. military spokesman Col. 
Rodney Davis said soldiers from 
the Army’s 10th Mountain Division 


were hunting for anti-coalition 
forces in rugged Nuristan prov- 
ince, where the fighting is taking 
place around 13,000 feet above 
sea level. “It is the most dangerous 
terrain we have operated in since 
we've been in Afghanistan,” Davis 
said. The anti-terrorism operation 
was launched Friday. 

Far to the south, a car bomb 
damaged two U.N. offices near 
Kandahar, injuring two people, and 
a top policeman blamed al Qaeda 
and Taliban insurgents, which 
have stepped up attacks against 
Afghanistan's central government 
two years after the hard-liners were 
driven from power by a U.S.-led 
coalition.

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$167 million power-wheelchair scam uncovered 


WASHINGTON | In a fast-growing 
new Medicare swindle, provid- 
ers of motorized wheelchairs are 
accused of fraudulently charging 
the government for tens of millions 
of dollars in chairs that were never 
provided to the elderly. 

Investigations under way in near- 
ly two-dozen states have identified 
$167 million in fraudulent claims, 
officials told The Associated Press. 
Medicare’s crackdown has recov- 
ered $52.5 million so far. 

By law, Medicare can pay 80 per- 


cent of the cost of motorized wheel- 
chairs and the rest is often covered 
by other insurance companies. Some 
suppliers, investigators said, have 
charged Medicare for wheelchairs 
costing $5,000 or more while pro- 
viding customers with much cheap- 
er motorized scooters. 

Medicare’s 80 percent share for 
the wheelchairs grew from $22.3 
million in 1995 to $663.1 million in 
2002. That total already has been 
surpassed in the first nine months 
of 2003.

Leaders of the Senate Finance 
Committee said the findings, to be 
released this week, demonstrate that 
the IRS needs to reorder its priori- 
ties now that more than half the 
people filing tax returns use paid 
preparers.

NEWARK, N.J. | Workers arrested 
in federal raids last month filed a 
racketeering lawsuit accusing Wal- 
Mart of conspiring with contrac- 
tors in a criminal enterprise that 
violated the civil rights and wage 
protections of immigrants who 
cleaned its stores. 

The lawsuit, filed Monday in 
federal court, seeks class-action 
status for perhaps thousands of 
immigrants, legal and illegal, 
hired by the contractors, a lawyer 
for the plaintiffs, James L. Linsey, 
said Tuesday. 

The lawsuit seeks unspecified 


monetary damages and an injunc- 
tion barring Wal-Mart from further 
violations. Linsey said the action 
replaces a suit filed in state court 
last week by the same workers 
that sought more than $200,000 
in back pay. 

The nine named plaintiffs were 
among 250 people arrested. 

A Wal-Mart spokeswoman said 
the claims have no merit and the 
company will seek to have the law- 
suit dismissed. 

Also sued were four New Jersey 
contracting firms and their princi- 
pals.

From Sparks to Flames 


For the Mael brothers, 


it wasn’t enough 


to retire as new wave’s cleverest geeks 


PERSONALITY | If you didn’t know 
better, the reviews on a certain new 
album might make you think you'd 
stumbled onto the Great Pop Find 
of 2003. 

“A masterpiece of pop art,” the 
London Independent raved of the 
album, “Lil’ Beethoven.” 

“Nine songs of lethal grandeur,” 
Rolling Stone noted. 

The hot band with the exciting 


new direction in pop turns out to 
be a couple of middle-aged L.A. 
dudes who've been making records 
for 31 years: brothers Russell and 
Ron Mael, a.k.a. Sparks. 

To some, it’s always seemed a 
minor miracle that the siblings with 
the quirky sense of humor ever got 
into the music business at all. That 
they've not only survived for more 
than three decades but also have 


come up with what Mojo magazine 
lauded as “what the world’s been 
waiting for: Sparks’ ‘Kid A,” is, by 
most standards in pop music, little 
short of astonishing. 

“One reason we've been able to 
do what we do is that we never put 
our music into any kind of historical 
perspective,” says Ron, 53, who long 
ago developed a comically unnerv- 
ing German Expressionistic perso- 


na as a foil to 47-year-old singer 
Russell’s slightly underfed rock- 
star image. 

The combination has made 
them L.A. rock’s enduring odd 
couple, unlikely players on a scene 
in which they’ve long survived on 
the periphery. 

But the Maels have never veered 
so far into the avant-garde as to 
abandon the pop scene they genu- 
inely love. 

Brimming as it is with in-jokes 
and one-liners, “Lil’ Beethoven” 
is nevertheless a serious-minded 
exploration of the ills of the music 
business in particular and Western 
culture in general, rife with lyrical 
and musical jabs. 

“We wanted songs that would 
still have the aggression of pop 
music but in other ways than the 
traditional band format,” Russell 
says. “We had to find a way to do 
that. And we came up with these 
really biting string parts and aggres- 
sive massed vocals.” 

“Every time we were about two 
weeks away from having that talk 
about whether to continue,” Russell 
says, “something would click some- 
where and that would buy us anoth- 
er five years of not having to have 
that conversation, or question our 
artistry .... Now we have a kind of 
faith that something will work out. 
Because historically, it always has.”

The Toyota Scion xB 
shows us the shape 
of things to come 


ROAD TEST | After spending a week 
driving a Scion xB — the flagship 
of Toyota Motor Corp.'s new youth- 
directed brand Scion — I would like 
to publicly apologize to Volvo for all 
the times I accused its products of 
being boxy. Clearly, I didn’t know 
from boxy. 

Styled with a T-square, a plumb 
bob and a cheese cutter, the Scion 
xB takes the concept of boxiness 
and sexes it up to new, almost pla- 
tonic levels. You can well imagine 
somebody in Plato’s cave seeing the 
xB’s shadow on the wall and saying, 
“What the heck is that? . . . Oh, silly 
me, it’s just a box.” 

This car is aimed squarely at the 
most subversive subset of Gen-Y, 
trendsetters who are abandoning 
the sport compact movement as it 
goes mainstream, ala “The Fast and 
the Furious.” The xB is to the sleek- 
and-low styling of sporty imports 
what chainsaw sculpture is to the 
Italian Renaissance. 

The Scion brand was launched 
in California in June. (It bows else- 
where in February.) Thus far, the 
xB has outsold its stablemate, the 
sport-hatch xA, by almost 2 to 1. 
Chunky monkeys such as the Honda 
Element and the Suzuki Aerio SX 
have also found audiences. 

It all started with the Japanese 
market kei mini-cars — urban run- 
abouts narrow enough to squeeze

through Japan’s tiny streets. The 
boxy shape was the natural result of 
seeking maximum cabin space over 
the cars’ minimum footprint. 

The xB belongs to a larger class 
of vehicle, but the styling vocabu- 
lary is right out of the kei playbook. 
The car is, in fact, a warmed-over 
Japanese market car called the bB 
(for “Black Box”). 

What with all the context, it’s 
easy to overlook what the Scion 
xB is actually like to drive. The 
answer: The 1.5-liter, 108-horse- 
power inline-4, with variable-valve 
timing, is certainly a competent

engine, but the automatic trans- 
mission smothers torque. The car 
is lively around town, but it labors 
at freeway speeds. 

It handles as you'd expect, with 
crisp but by-no-means-razor-sharp 
reactions to steering; firm and insis- 
tent brakes; and stable posture in 
corners but with a front-driver’s 
appetite for hard cornering. 

I suspect there are a lot of boom- 
ers out there who will buy the xB, 
too. You can’t beat it for value and 
practicality, and there’s no law say- 
ing you have to use it to go clubbing.

Local Customs 


Give yourself a quick 
refresher course on 
customs regulations 


AIRPORTS | Customs rules are com- 
plicated, dictated by such ephemera 
as pest infestations, foot-and-mouth 
outbreaks and industry lobbying. To 
muddle matters further, jurisdic- 
tion over immigration and customs 
used to be shared by three federal 
departments: Justice, Treasury 
and Agriculture. Since March, 
Homeland Security has been in 
charge. 

Ifyou haven't traveled abroad in 
the past few years, you may be sur- 
prised at customs rules. Some key 
revisions and trouble spots: 

Higher duty-free limits: You 
can bring back up to $800 worth 
of goods for personal use from 
most countries without pay- 
ing duty, instead of $400. There 
are exceptions. The cutoff is still 
$600 coming from most Caribbean 
countries and $1,200 from the U.S. 
Virgin Islands, American Samoa 
and Guam. 


Food fight: Among the most 
commonly violated regulations 
are those involving plants and food. 
Says Janice Mosher, who manag- 
es the customer service center at 
the Customs & Border Protection 
division of the Department of 
Homeland Security: “If it’s some- 
thing you're going to put in your 
mouth or plant in the ground, 
declare it.” Declaring an item 
doesn’t mean it will be seized or 
you'll be fined. 

Stiffer fines: If you fail to tell 
inspectors about a food item or 
plant that should be declared, you 
can be fined as much as $1,000. The 
old fines were $50 to $250. 

Inspectors use X-rays and 
beagles to sniff out contraband, 
among other tactics. Many people, 
of course, bring in banned items 
without being caught. Mosher lik- 
ens the decision to speeding: You 
may get to your destination faster, 
but not if police catch you. Or as she 
puts it, referring to the dogs’ signal 
when they find forbidden items: “If 
the beagle sits down, youre in trou- 
ple.” JANE ENGLE (L.A. TIMES)

Filmmaker STEPHEN IVES was online 
Tuesday and discussed “Reporting 
America at War,” athree-hour docu- 
mentary that chronicles the exploits of 
American journalists who have report- 
ed news from the battlefield. Part Two 
airs at 9 p.m. Wednesday on PBS. 


How would you compare and con- 
trast today’s war reporters with 
those from previous times? 

What you see when you look at 
war reporting over the last hundred 
years is a set of recurring themes. 
Ultimately, war correspondents 
reflect the existing attitudes and 
ethos of the culture of which they 
are a part. Technology has often 
played a dramatic role in changing 
the way wars are covered. But ulti- 
mately, reporters are struggling to do 
the same job: Somehow transmit the 
reality of war in a way that is still pal- 
atable to the American public. 


How do you feel about the coverage 
of Jessica Lynch? 

I think Jessica Lynch was a dis- 
traction for the media. It gave them 
a chance to avoid some of the inde- 
pendent reporting that they could 
have been doing. What's significant 
about Jessica Lynch in terms of the 
future is that the Army took their 
own cameras along on the rescue 
mission. It’s not too big a stretch, I 
believe, to imagine an ever increas- 
ingly sophisticated Pentagon shoot- 
ing more and more ofits own “news.” 
Ifthat happens, it will challenge the 
media to avoid becoming a mouth- 
piece for propaganda. 


Do you think September I! changed 
journalism? 

September 11 accentuated an 
already worrisome tendency in 
today’s media to muzzle dissent and 
strongly critical reporting. What is 
new is the immense power of tele- 
vision to influence public opinion 
and the increasing politicization 
of some news outlets, which have 
taken on a partisan tone that is 
unprecedented.
